And in the midst of all 
this, indeed constituting its chief factor, is the consideration of the 
position of woman. 

We cannot too soon, or too strenuously devote ourselves to the 
work of elevating woman, and the very first step necessary in this 
direction is to educate woman into a knowledge of not only her rights 
but her duties, for without her consecration and self-sacrifice, the 
coming age cannot be inaugurated, aud until she realizes her divine 
mission, she will fail to see the truc purport of the movement—whose 
different lines of action are not always wisely conceived or intelligent- 
ly executed—often, indeed, like the miscalculated steps of an infant 
in its first attempts at walking, which, however inevitably weak and 
futile they may appear, are steps none the less, and develope into 
the steady and purposeful walk of aſter-liſe. For the some-times 
feverish haste, and excited effort for what has seemed the immediate- | 
ly necessary reform have beeu only the result of untried powers, 
which in the new order will take their proper place, and find 
scope in a more calm and rational development.
